Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1945.  As  instructed  by  the  Ministry  this 
Report  has  been  abridged,  but  contains  all  relevant  inform- 
ation and  statistics. 

Notifications  of  Infectious  diseases  were  below  pre-war 
level  although  an  outbreak  of  Measles  occurred  from  Mareh 
to  June. 

The  percentage  of  immunized  children  has  risen  to  V0%. 

The  attendances  at  the  various  Clinics  shovjed  an  upward 
trend. 

ngain  the  Birth  Rato  has  increased  from  18 ‘6  in  1944 
to  19*7  in  1945,  while  the  Death  Rate  has  decreased  from  17*0 
to  15*0. 

The  health  of  the  Borough  in  general  is  still  very  good.

Peace-time  conditions  are  now  re-established  and  the 
attendances  at  the  Clinics  are  at  liimes  above  pre-war  figures. 

This  is  particularly  gratifying  as  firstly  the  Clinics  are' 
hold  in  the  mornings  instead. of  the  afternoon,  and  secondly  that 
in  spite  of  serious  under-staffing  the  Health  Visitors  have 
me.naged  to  keep  up  their  home  visits,  especially 'to  the  ’’had” 
mothers.  This  homo  visiting  is  alv/ays  reflected  in -'■Clinic 
attendances.

In  o.ur  experience  we  find  that  mothorcraft,  in  all  its  vary- 
ing aspoot^s  is  better  t.anght,  by  talks  with  individual  mothers, 
than  by  lecturing  to  a'  mass  'of  wom^S^h’  in  the  waiting-rooms.  It  is 
perhaps  a more  tedious  m>.,thod  of  instruction,  calling  for  much 
repetition,  but  it  cortai n^y, yields  better  results. 
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Children  with  definite  pathological  conditions  seen  at  the 
v^olfare  Clinics  are  referred  to  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital, 
between  ns  and  whom  exists  a happy  and  fruitful  liaison*

Attendances  have  again  increased  (183  more  cases  than  last 
year)  and  the  Clinics  are  much  appreciated. 


REPORT  ON  ANTE -NATAL  CLIHIGS.. 

The  two  Ante-natal  Clinics  held  at  Choriton  on  Tuesday  and 
Folkestone  on  Wednesday  have  been  working  at  a very  high  pressure 
for  the  past  year.  As  will  bo  soon  by  the  numbers  of  attendances 
they  have  grown  very  considerably  and  are  still  growing. 

A large  proportion  of  the  patients  seen  Pire  subsequently 
admitted  to  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital  and  it  has  proved  very 
satisfactory  in  that  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the 
natal  Clinics  is  also  in  charge  of  the  bods  whore  delivery  talcs* 

place. 

It  is  now  the  habit  to  take  routine  blood  tests  and  377  wore 
done  during  the  year,  6 of  which  showed  the  presence  of  Sypnill*# 

141  cases  v/ero  admitted  from  the  Clinics  to  the  Rcy^.l 
Victoria  Ecspitel.

MATERNITY  BBUS . 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  housos,  coupled  with  those  damaged 
ty  bombing  and  shelling,  .and  the  resultant  over-crowding,  it 
became  incrGasingl3r  evident  that  the  provision  of  maternity  bods 
■yfp.s  imperative.  This  prcvisio-n  bocamo  more  necessary  owing  to 
tho  expected  increase  in  the  number  of  births. 

Accordingly  earl^^  in  lunuar^A  an  arrangement  between  the  Royal 
Victorir  Hcspital  and  the  local  authority  was  put  intc  force  whereby 
maternity  cases  from  Folkestone  could  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital 
for  their  accouchement,  the  foes  for  the  cases  being,  guaranteed 
by.  tiie  local  authority.  Generally  these  fees  were '.r'e  cove  red  from 
tho”  patients , but  a scale  of  inccmo  was  drawn  up  to’  assist  cases 
whore  the  payment  of  the  full  fees  would  have  been  a hardship. 

The.  scheme,  was  an  Immediato  sucjcoss  and  during  the  year  147 
cases  wore  admitted  to  the  Hcspi'bal.  Mr.  J" . i'7.  D»  Buttery,  the 
Obstetric  Suryecn  at  th^  Royal  ViGteria  Hyspital,  was  also  Medical 
Officer  at  both  Ante-hat eil  Clinics  in  the  Borough  and,  therefore , 
had  full  knowledge  cf  each  case.  This  added  to  the  success  of  the 
undertaking.  , ,

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  keep-  a clcso  w''tch  upon 
prematurely  born  infants,  and  wheUv^ver  possible  special  nural.n.v 
at  the  Royal  Victoria  iTosx)ital  is  given.  By  arrangoiiicnt  wifh 
the  Hospital  wo  arc  informed  of  the  date  of  discharge  from 
Hospital  so  that  there  may  be  a continuation  of  supervision  by 
the  Health  Visitors.. 

Tho  birth  notification  forms  now  have  a space  provided  fcr 
tho  weight  of  the  babies  to  b'  inserted,  in  order  that  v/e  s.b''ll 
know^  the  prpniature  births  as  early  as  possible. 


iLLsorrmTE  childrm. 

Siivty-one  illegitimate  children  were  born  during  the  year 
1945,  and  there  were  six  deaths.  Every  encouragement  is  given 
, to  mothers  to  attend  the  Clinics  for  advice  and  care  of  both 

the  child  and  the  mother,  and  special  visits  are  made  to  tho 
homes.  A few  cases  whero  th_e  moral  welfare  worker  recommends 
-1  it  were  accornmodated  at  a home  for  unmarried  mothers,  where  tho 

baby  can  bo  born  and  afterwards  romain  under  the  guidnnoo  of 
the  Suporintent'  of  tho  home  for  a tine.  This  Borough  oontributos 
a guinea  a week  to  the  home  in  such  oases. 


UNCLEANLINBSS  ~ VERMBTOUS  PERSONS . 


The  instances  of  dlrt*-toleranoo  and  verminous  persons  are 
few.  Tho  need  for  cleanliness  is  always  stressed  at  our  six 
Clinics  and  in  tho  School  Medical  Department . Instructions 
and  pdvicG  regarding  the  use  of  tho  steal  comb  and  of  Lethano 
Oil  for  the  destruction  of  head  lice  are  given.  L stock  of  stool 
combs  is  held  in  the  School  Medical  Dopartmont. 

In  difficult  cases  tho  sorvloes  of  tho  N.S.P.C.C.^s 
Inspector  are  utilized.
